RAISING CALVES LY HAND,

When our cows are sbont to ealve
wa put them in a well-bedded stall and
keep watch over them until after calv-
ieg, says E, A, Fricke, Thoen wo let
the cows lick the oalves partly dry
and then put them in s stall away
from the cows. Then wo milk the
cows and feed the culves. For the
firat three wesks we give them about
three quarts of whole milk twice a day
and then gradually chauge to akim-
milk, always taking groat care to feed
at regular intervals, and have the milk
of the same temperature.

We keep bright hay, straw, and ent
corn fodder in their resch at all times,
and give all they will eat of oats and
corn and eob meal, eounsisting of one-
third of the former to two-thirds of
the latter, to which a little oil meal is
added.  They get this ration up to six
months old, when the grain feed is re-
duoced o little,.  In the Winter they
are honsad in a warm stable, and on
nice bright days are let rupount iua
snuny lot.
